FRESHMAN. RULES 





1, Freshmen shall at all times speak to upperclass- 
men and to each other, when passing them on the 
eampus. 

2. Freshmen shall not go out at night after 8 
o’clock, except on Friday, Saturday, and Sunday 
nights. This rule does not apply to literary society 
meetings, church or prayer meetings. 

3. Freshmen shall not wear either knickers or any 
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sort ef loud clothes in Wake Forest. Neither shall 
they wear any high school monograms. 

4. Freshmen must attend all atheletic contests on 
the campus or have some valid excuse. 

5. Freshmen must not wear wrist watches nor 
yaise mustaches. 

6. Freshmen must not smoke pipes or cigars while 
in Wake Forest, except in their rooms. 

7. No Freshman shall disfigure his cap in any way. 

8. Any Freshman who loses or disfigures his cap 
shal] be required to get another from the Secretary. 

9. Freshmen shall be required to carry matches at 
ail times for the convenience of the upperclassmen. 

10. Freshmen shall not leave for week-ends unless 
they are passing their work. 

11. Freshmen shall at all times refrain from walk- 
ing on the grass. 

Any violation of the foregoing rules shall be pun- 
ished in the discretion of the Student Council.

THE HONOR SYSTEM 





Out of the traditions of the past generations has 
developed the Honor System of student government 
at Wake Forest. Somewhere in the life of the Col- 
lege when student government was unknown there 
‘was planted the seed which were to germinate into 
the system we now have in operation. Through the 
assumption of responsibilities by students thare 
grew up the idea of “to be expected” conduct of stu- 
dents, and every student was as zealous that his con- 
duct should be that which was becoming to a Wake 
Forest man as was the faculty. In this ‘way student. 
government developed, and the Honor System along- 
side, when student government was unknown in 
theory. 

The Honor System simply.means that every man 
is upon his honor to conduct himself in a manner to 
be expected of a man and to report violations on the 
part of others. [t has grown up in the life of our 
College on the assumption that men are more good 
than bad and, given an equal opportunity, will select 
the right in preference to the ‘wrong, that self-gov- 
ermment is necessary in an institution training for 
citizenship in a democratic state, and individual re- 
sponsibility adds interest and effort on the part of 
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the individual. All students are on their honor to 
refrain from such acts as cheating, hazing, stealing, 
and gambling; in other words, they are on their hon- 
or to do the right at all times and to abstain from 
the wrong. 

The Student Council is the organ of the student 
body and serves as judge in cases where there are 
those who violate the Honor System. It also attempts 
to act in any other capacity in which it may be of 
service to the student body or to any member there- 
of. 

The whole effort of those interested in student 
government at Wake Forest is for the purpose of 
making this a better place to spend four years. Let 
us cooperate in the movement for better student 
government, better student life, and a more ideal 
place in which to work. .

PREAMBLE 


Whereas the Student Body of Wake Forest Col- 
lege desires to maintain and perpetuate the high 
ideals for which the College has ever been justly 
respected and to promote the common interests and 
general welfare of our college community: Now, we, 
the students of Wake Forest College, do ordain and 
establish this Constitution. 
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ARTICLE I 
NAME 
The name of the government herein established 
shall be “The Student Government of Wake Forest 
College.” 


ARTICLE II 
MEMBERSHIP 
Every duly registered student of Wake Forest 
College shall automatically become a member of the 
Student Government. 


ARTICLE III 
PURPOSE 

It shall be the purpose of the Student Government 
to handle all matters of student conduct, honor, and 
general student interest; and to promote in campus 
life self-control, personal responsibility, and loyalty 
to the College and student body. In carrying into ef- 
fect the foregoing objects, the Student Government 
shall at all times endeavor to remove all causes that 
may tend to bring about violations of laws, rules, 
and customs adopted by the Student Body. 


ARTICLE IV 
OFFICERS AND DEPARTMENTS 
Section 1. The Student Body shall have the fol- 


lowing officers: President, Vice-President, and Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. 

Section 2. There shall be a Student Council in 
whom shall be vested the executive powers of the 
Student Government. The President of the Student 


Body shall be ex officio the President of the Student 
Council 
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Section 3. There shall be a Legislative Department 
in whom shall be vested the power of proposing legis- 
lation and cooperating with the Student Council 
in earrying out the purposes of the Student Govern- 
ment. The President of the Senior Class shall be ex 
officio the chairman of the Legislative Department. 

ARTICLE V 
STUDENT BODY OFFICERS 

Section 1. All Student Body officers shall come 
from the Senior Class. Post-graduate students shall 
be considered as Seniors and eligible for office in the 
Student Government, including membership in the 
Student Council and Legislative Department. 

Section 2. The Student Body officers shall be nom- 
inated and elected by the Student Body. Nominations 
shall be made not later than April 12, at a mass 
meeting of the Student Body called by the Council, 
three days notice of which shall be given, and the 
names of the nominees shall be published in the fol- 
lowing issue of Old Gold and Black. The election 
shall be held not later than April 26, on a date to 
be fixed by the Council, three days notice of which 
shall be given. The election shall be publicly held 
at such a place as may be designated by the Coun- 
eil, and shall be in charge of three pollholders ap- 
pointed by the Council from its members who are 
Seniors. Election shall be by printed or written bal- 
lot, and each officer shall be voted for on a separate 
ballot. The ballot shall be deposited in a ballot box 
provided for the purpose, and as each student votes 
his name shall be taken down in writing by the poll- 
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holders. There shall be no voting by proxy. The 
polls shall be kept open from 8 e’clock a. m. to 5 p. 
m., after which the vote shall be canvassed by the 
pollholders and the result of the election declared. 
The pollholders shall file a written report of the re- 
sult of the election with the Council ,which report 
shall be recorded in the minutes. 


The Council shall have the power to make such 
additional regulations of the holding of the elections 
as it may deem necessary and proper. 


Section 3. Ft shall be the duty of the President of 
the Student Body to call and preside at all Student 
Body meetings; to appoint necessary committees; to 
have in charge the organization of the Freshman 
Class; to report to the Council all violations of laws, 
rules, and customs adopted by the Student Body, 
that may come under his observation; and to strive. 
at all times toward the improvement of conditions 
upon the campus. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Vice-Presi- 
dent to call and preside at meetings of the Student 
Body in the absence of the President. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Secretary- 
Treasurer to keep a record of the proceedings of all 
Student Body meetings; to have in charge all money 
that may come into his hands as Treasurer of the 
Student Body, to keep a true and accurate account 


of same and generally to perform the usual duties 
of a secretary-treasurer. 
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Section 6. Should any of the above offices become 
vacant for any reason, the vacancy shall immediate- 
ly be filled in accordance with the method outlined 
in Section 2 of this Article. 


ARTICLE VI 
STUDENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. The Student Council shall be composed 
of twelve members, as follows: (1) The President of 
the Student Body; (2) Seven members of the Senior 
Class, of whom one shall come from the Law De- 
partment, one from the Medical Department, one 
from the Department of Education, and one from 
the Ministerial Department, to be elected by the in- 
dividual departments respectively, and three of 
whom shall come from the Senior Class at large, 
irrespective of departments; (3) Three members 
from the Junior Class, irrespective of departments; 
and one member from the Sophomore Class, irrespec- 
tive of departments. 


Section 2. The Student Council shall have the fol- 
lowing officers: a President, who shall hold office by 
virtue of being President of the Student Body; Vice- 
President, to be elected by the Council from its 
members who are Seniors; and a Secretary, to be 
elected by the Council from its members regardless 
of class. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the President to 
call and preside at meetings of the Council; to ap- 
point Council committees except such as the Council 
may elect; and generally to exercise such powers as 
may be vested in him by the Council or by the laws, 
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rules, and customs of the Student Body. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Vice-Presi- 
dent to assume the duties of the President in the 
President’s absence. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to 
make and preserve a proper record of ali proceed- 
ings of the Council, and to perform such other du-_ 
ties as may be delegated to him by the Council. 

Section 6. The Council shall have nine regular 
meetings, one to be held each month, The date of 
the regular meeting shall be fixed by the Council at 
its first meeting in September. Special meetings 
may be called at any time by the President or three 
members of the Council. At the regular meeting in 
May the newly elected Council shall sit in joint ses- 
sion with the Council then in power, but shall have 
no power to vote. 


Section 7. Hight members of the Council shall be 
necessary to constitute a quorum. 

Section 8. A vote of two-thirds of the members 
present shall be necessary to convict a student on: 
trial, 

Section 9. It shall be the duty of the Student Coun- 
eil, to receive, prefer, and try all charges of violation 
of the Constitution, laws, rules and customs of the 
Student Body; to investigate and pass on al] matters 
affecting the good name of the Student Body of the 
College and to perform all other acts that may 
be necessary and proper in the exercise of its pow- 


ers as the Executive Department for the Student 
Government. 
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action 10. A’ student accused of having commit- 
ted an offense shall be brought before the Council 
as early as practicable for trial. In no case shall 
there be any unnecessary delay. The President of the 
Council shall see that all vital evidence, both for and 
against the accused, is introduced, and the Council 
shall take adequate steps to test the validity of the 
evidence. | 


Section. 11. No member of the Council shall sit 
in trial of himself or of his roommate. 


Section 12, All judgments of the Council shall, 
for the purposes of record, be reported in writing to 
the Faculty. 

ARTICLE VII 
LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT 

Section 1. The Legislative Department shall con- 
sist of not more than twenty-four members nor less 
than eighteen, and shall be composed as follows: (1) 
The twelve members of the Student Council; (2) The 
President of the Senior Class, and five other mem- 
bers from that class, of whom one shall come from 
the Law Department, one from the Medical Depart- 
ment, one from the Department of Education, and 
on from the Ministerial Department, to be elected 
by the individual department respectively, and one 
from the Senior Class at large, irrespective of de- 
partments; (3) The President of the Junior Class 
and two other members from that class, irrespective 
of departments; (4) The President of the Sophomore 
Class and one other member from that class, irre- 
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spective of department; (5) The President of the 
Freshman Class after Christmas. 

Section 2. There shall be three officers of the Leg- 
islative Department: a Chairman, who shall hold 
office by virtue of being President of the Senior 
Class; Vice-Chairman, who shall hold office by virtue 
of being President of the Junior Class; and Secre- 
tary, whom the Legislative Department will elect. 
from its members, regardless of class. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of the Legislative 
Department to pass on all! laws, rules, and customs, 
properly submitted, in writing and signed, to the de- 
partment, and to propose to the Student Body such 
constitutional amendments, laws, rules, and customs 
as in the judgment of the department may be deem- 
ed wise and expedient. It shall be the further duty of 
the members of the Legislative Department to re- 
port to the Student Council all violations of laws, 
rules, and customs adopted by the Student Body. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Chairman to 
preside at all meetings of the Legislative Depart- 
ment; to call special meetings; to appoint necessary 
committees; to vote in case of a tie; and to perform 
all the usual duties of a chairman of a Legislative 
Department. | 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Vice-Chair- 
man to assume the. duties of the Chairman in the 
latter’s absence, 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to 
make and preserve a record of all proceedings of 
the Legislative Department: to file a copy ef con- 
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stitutional amendments, iaws, rules, and customs 
with the Secretary of the Student Council; to sub- 
mit to the President or Dean of the College copies 
of all constitutional amendments, laws, rules, and 
customs; and to perform such other duties as may 
be delegated to him by the Legislative Department. 

Section 7. The Legislative Department shall have 
three regular meetings, one in October, one in Feb- 
ruary, and one in May, the dates for the February 
and May meetings to be fixed by the Legislative 
Department at its October meeting. Special meetings 
may be called at any time. At the regular meeting 
in May the newly elected Legislative Department 
shall sit in joint session with the Legislative Depart- 
ment then in power, but shall take no part in any 
legislation that may arise. . 

Seetion 8. Sixteen members shall be necessary to 
eonstitute a quorum of the Legislative Department. 


ARTICLE VII 


NOMINATIONS AND ELECTIONS OF MEMBERS OF 
THE STUDENT COUNCIL AND LEGISLATIVE 
DEPARTMENT 


Section 1. The Student Council, acting as a com- 
mittee on nominations, shall make to the several 
classes and departments, for election to the coun- 
cil for the next school year, the following recommen- 
dations: (1) To the Law Department, three men 
from the rising Senior Class, one of whom shall be 
elected; (2) To the Medical Department, three men 
from the rising Senior Class, on of whom shall be 
elected; (3) To the Department of Education, three 
men from the rising Senior Class, one of whom shall 
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be elected; (4) To the Ministerial Department, three 
men from the rising Senior Class, one of whom shall 
be elected; (5) To the rising Senior Class at large, 
irrespective of departments, five men, three of whom 
shall be elected; (6) To the rising Junior Class, ir- 
respective of departments, five men, three of whom 
shall be elected; (7) To the rising Sophomore Class 
irrespective of departments, three men, one of whom 
shall be elected. 


Section 2. The Council shall make the following 
recommendations for election to the Legislative De-. 
partment for the next school year: (1) To the Law 
Department, three men from the rising Senior Class, 
one of whom shail be elected; (2) To the Medical 
Department, three men from the rising Senior Class, 
one of whom shall be elected; (3) To the Department 
of Education, three men from the rising Senior Class, 
one of whom shall be elected; (4) To the Ministerial 
Department, three men from the rising Senior Class, 
one of whom shall be elected; To the rising Senior. 
Class at large, irrespective of departments, three 
men, one of whom shall be elected; (5) To the rising 
Junior Class, irrespective of departments, four men 
two of whom shall be elected; (6) To the rising 
Sophomore Class, irrespective of departments, four 
men, two of whom shall be elected. 

Section 3. The Council shall make its reeommenda- 
tions for the members of the Council and Legisla- 
tive Department not later than April 12, and the 
election shall be held not later than April 26. Two 
days notice of election shall be given, and there 
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shall be no voting by proxy. The results of the elec- 
tion shall be reported in writing by each class and 
department, to the Council, and shall be recorded in 
the minutes of the Council. 

Section 4. The present Student Senate shall make 
the recommendations provided in Sections 1, 2, and 
3 of this Article for the Session 1922-1923. 


ARTICLE IX 
ELECTION OF CLASS AND DEPARTMENTAL 
OFFICERS 


Class officers for the rising Senior, Junior, and 
Sophomore classes, and the officers for the rising 
departmental classes shall be eleeted for the next 
school year not later than April 6b. The organization 
of the Freshman Class shall not take place before 
the 15th of October, and shall be in charge of the 
President of the Student Body. 


ARTICLE X 
VACANCIES IN STUDENT COUNCIL AND 
LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT 


Vacancies occurring in the Student Council or 
Legislative Department shall be filled in accordance 
with the method outlined in Article VIII of this 
Constitution. 

ARTICLE XI 


POSITIONS DECLARED VACANT 
The position of any Student Body officer, or of any 


member of either department of the Student Gov- 
ernment, shall be declared vacant upon the conviction 
of that officer or member of inexcusable neglect of 
duty or of violation of the principles and provisioné 
of the Student Government.

ARTICLE XII 
INAUGURATION 


Seetion 1. The inauguration of the Student Body 
officers and members of the Council and Legisla- 
tive Department shall take place not later than May 
3, and shall be in charge of the Student Council then 
in power. 

Section 2. At the time of the inauguration of the 
new President of the Student Body and the mem- 
bers of the new council shall each take and subscribe 
to the following oath, the oath to be administered 
by the retiring President. 

“I do solemnly swear that I will, to the best of 
my ability,—uphold the Constitution—laws,—rules, 
-—and customs—adopted by the Student Body,—and 
will faithfully perform—the duties of the office—to 
which T have been elected;—that I will neither 
charze any one—or knowingly encourage any one-— 
to be charged on trial, from envy,—hatred,—or mal- 
ice,—nor will I suffer any one—to escape the proper 
judgment of the Student Council,—or Student Body, 
—for fear, favor, affection,—reward,—or hope of re- 
ward:—so help me God.” . 








Section 8. The Vice-President and the Secretary- 


Treasurer of the Student Body and the members of 
the Legislative Department (other than those mem- 
bers who are Councilmen) shall each take and sub- 
scribe to the following oath: 

“I do solemnly swear—that I will, to the best of 
my ability,—uphold the Constitution,—laws,—rules, 
-—and customs,—adopted by the Student Body,—and 
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‘that I will faithfully perform—the duties of the of- 
fice—to which I have been elected:—so help me 
God.” . 
Section 4. All the officers above mentioned shall 
be elected for a term of one year, entering upon their 
active duties at the beginning of the fall term. 


ARTICLE XIII 
RULES GOVERNING CONDUCT 

Section 1. Hazing in all its forms is prohibited. 
The penalty for this offense shall be expulsion. 

Section 2. No student shall be guilty of cheat- 
ing on any examination or quiz, or upon any other 
pledge work. The penalty for this offense shall be 
expulsion. 

Subsection (A): In all examinations, quizzes, 

and other pledge work each student shall be con- 
sidered as on his honor, and shall sign the fol- 
lowing pledge: “I have neither given nor re- 
ceived any aid on this examination.” 

Subsection (B): It shall be the duty of every 
student to report to the Student Council any 
ease of cheating that may come under his ob- 
servation, 

Section 3. No student shall be guilty of stealing. 
The penalty for this offense shall be expulsion. 
Section 4. Forms of dishonesty other than those 
specified in sections 2 and 3 above shall be punish- 
able in the discretion of the Council. Plagiarism 
shall be considered a form of dishonesty within the 
meaning of this section. 

- Section 5. No student shall be guilty of giving 
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false testimony in trials before the Student Coun- 
eil. 

Section 6. There shall be no drinking of intoxicat- 
ing liquors. This shall apply especially at games 
and other public occasions and places. 

Section 7. All forms of gambling are prohibited. 

Section 8. Any conduct toward visitors, citizens 
of the town, passers-by, passengers on trains or visit- 
ing teams, tending to injure the reputation of the 
College is forbidden. 

Section 9. There shall be no loud or boisterous 
swearing at or around the College, or at any game 
or other public occasion. 

Section 10. There shall be no disorderly at 
in dormitories or elsewhere. 


Section 11. There shall be no indecent exposure 
of the person at any time or place. This shall apply 
especially to exposure before dormitory windows and 
in passing to and from the gymnasium. 


Section 12. Disfiguration of or injury to College 
property is forbidden, Any student found guilty of 
this offense shall be required to pay to the Bursar 
the amount of the damage. 

Section 13. The penalty for all offenses, unless the 
penalty is otherwise specified, shal] be in the dis- 
cretion of the Student Council, to be determined ac- 
cording to the seriousness and number of the of- 
fenses. 

Section 14. No student shall refrain from report- 
ing all violations of laws, rules, and customs adopt- 
ed by the Student Body that may come under his 
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observation, nor from appearing and duly testify- 
ing when duly summoned by the Council.

AMENDMENT I 


In view of the fact that the passing of worthless 
checks by Students of Wake Forest College has 
e«aused considerable trouble and has brought ill-re- 
pute upon the College, be it hereby Resolved: 


1. That it shail be unlawful for a student know- 
ingly and willingly to pass a worthless check. The 
punishment for this offense shall be at the discre- 
tion of the Student Council. 

2. That failure to redeem a worthless check even 
though it was unwillingly and unknowingly passed, 
shall subject him to the same punishment. 

Adopted by the Student Body April 4, 1923. 


AMENDMENT Ii 


Realizing that the sale of Freshman caps during 
the year 1922-1923 was unsatisfactory, the commit- 
tee offers the following amendment: 

1, That the Legislature shall have the sole power 
to designate the person or persons who shall have 
charge of the ordering and selling of Freshman caps 
at Wake Forest College. The Legislature shall have 
power to demand a reasonable share of the profits, 
to be used for the purchasing of stationery and 
necessary record books. 

2. It is further recommended that the Legislature 
shall have power to regulate the size of said caps.

AMENDMENT III 


In view of the fact that the present Constitution 
of the Student Government of Wake Forest College 
hes been misinterpreted by the officers of the Student 
Body regarding the duties of the Vice President and 
the Secretary-T'reasurer, the following amendment to: 
the Constitution is recommended: 

Whereas the present duties of the Vice President 
and Secretary-Treasurer of the Student Body are. 
nil, be it Resolved: 

1. That the Vice-President and Secretary-Treasur- 
er of the Student Body shall be the Vice President 
and Secretary of the Student Council, with the pow- 
er to vote; that the duties of the President of the. 
Student Body shall devolve upon the Vice President . 
in case the office of President is vacated. 

2. That there shall be fourteen members of the: 
Council and that ten members of the Council shall, 
constitute a quorum. 

Adopted by the Student Body April 25, 1928. 


AMENDMENT IV 


1. The voting in all Student Body elections shall’ 
be done by meang of the Australian Ballot. The stu- 
dent Council shall furnish ballots on which shall be 
printed the names of candidates for al] offices in 
alphabetical order, the voter filling in with an X 
the blank opposite the name he votes for. All ballots. 
must be signed. 

2. Members of the first year Medical Class shalt: 
be considered as Juniors, and eligible as voters and’ 
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officers in the spring elections of the rising Senior 
- Glass. Candidates for the LL.B. degree during their 
second year in the Law School shall be considered as 
Juniors, and eligible as voters and officers in the 
spring elections of the rising Senior Class. No post- 
graduate shall be eligible as a voter or officer in any 
of the four undergraduate classes. 

AMENDMENT V 

1. Realizing that the present system under which 
Freshman caps are sold is totally unsatisfactory to 
the Student Government Bodies of Wake Forest Col- 
lege, and furthermore the efficiency and stability of 
. Student Government is threatened. because of the 
‘lack of sufficient funds to meet its necessary opera- 
ting expenses, and furthermore that no appreciable 
progress in Student Government can be attained un- 
less there are sufficient funds to meet the obliga- 
tions that inevitably must be incurred in the amel- 
ioration of said Student Government: 

The Student Legislature and the Student Council, 
in joint session April 19, 1928, passed the following 
amendment to the Constitution: 

(1) That the Secretary of the Student Council 
shall have the sole power to order and sel] Fresh- 
man caps, at a price to be designated by the Student 
Council. The President of the Student Council shall 
‘have the power to appoint a committee from the 
Council to assist the Secretary in distributing said 
caps at the opening of school if such is deemed 
necessary. Furthermore all profits derived from the 
sale of these caps shall be deposited in the treasury

of the Student Council to meet any debts incurred: 
in the operation of Student Government, Such debts 
to be éontracted in the discretion of the Student 
Council. 
(2) Aliso passed that the Student Council shall 
have the power to regulate the size of said caps. 
Adopted by the Student Body April 20, 1928. 


AMENDMENT VI 

In regular meeting May 6, 1929, the Student Coun- 
cil makes the following proposed amendment to the: 
Constitution: That all officers and members of 
the Student Government, including Student Body of- 
ficers, members of the Student Council and Student 
Legislature, elected in the spring election, shall be 
inaugurated and actually installed into office not 
later than May 4. The duties of actual office-holding” 
devolves upon the men inaugurated immediately fol- 
lowing the inaugural ceremony, any provision of 
the Constitution to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Adopted by the Student Body May 10, 1929.

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RULES FRATERNITIES MUST ABIDE BY 
DURING RUSHING SEASON 





1. Rushing season shall begin on the official open- 
ing date of the school year and close at seven (7) 
o’clock on the date of three weeks after date of said 
opening. After which there shall be a silence period 
of 24 hours. During this period no fraternity man 
or representative of any fraternity, pledge or form- 
er pledge shall associate with any new man except. 
as common courtesy shall demand. 


2. Freshmen cannot stay in fraternity houses until 
they are pledged, unless they have a brother that 
is a member of that fraternity. 

3. Freshmen cannot stay in fraternity houses later 
then 9 o’elock, except on Saturday night. 1 

4, No fraternity will be permitted to give a dance 
during the three weeks of rushing. 

5. Bach fraternity shall be permitted to give one 
smoker during rushing season. To avoid conflict, 
notice shall be filed with the secretary of the coun- 
cil. 

6. All new men at Wake Forest are to come under 
these rules. All men not at Wake Forest the preced- 
ing year are classed as new men, even though for- 
merly pledged. 

7. Each fraternity shall file with the dean of the 
college, on the evening of the closing of rushing 
season, a list of new men to which they are extend- 
ing bids. 

8. During the silence period the dean shall notify 
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each new man who has received a bid to any frater- 
nity to report to his office at seven o’clock of the day 
closing silence period. 

9. Each new man shall signify tc the Dean his 
first, second, and third choice. 

Penalties: Any fraternity found guilty of infringe- 
ment of the above rules shall be punished at the 
discretion of the council, taking all circumstances 
into consideration. Possible penaities for the above 
stated infringements shall be: delay pledging, de- 
ferred initiation, printed apologies, and fines.

CHAPEL ATTENDANCE 





Chapel services are held each week day except 
Wednesdays and Saturdays. All seniors, all law stu- 
dents, and all medical students are required to attend 
on Monday. All freshmen are required to attend on 
Tuesday and Thursday. All sophomores and juniors 
are required to attend on Friday. Any student who 
absents himself from chapel attendance five days 
in any semester is called before the Executive Com- 
mittee for explanation. The student’s parents are 
notified. If in any semester the student absents him- 
self from chapel attendance on eight days without 
permits which excuse him from college duties gen- 
erally, he will not be permitted to register in any 
subsequent semester unless the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Faculty deems it wise to set aside the 
penalty. 


LITERARY SOCIETIES 
We have two literary societies at Wake Forest— 
Euzelian and Philomathesian. They meet twice week- 
ly, Monday and Thursday nights at seven o’clock. 
They stand for individualism, democracy, and fel- 
lowship. The Euzelian Hall is located in the New 
Thirty-Four : 
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Administration Building in the south wing of the 
third floor; the Philomathesians meet on the north 
wing of the same floor. 

Every boy who attends Wake Forest College is 
invited to become a member of one of these socie- 
ties. The work is carried on entirely by the students 
with the aid of Dr. Quisenberry. If you would learn 
to speak “on your feet” join one of the societies. You 
will find them a great help as well as pleasure. 


LOCATION. OF BUILDINGS 





The physical equipment of the College embraces 

two hundred and thirty-four acres of land and 
twelve buildings. The campus consists of twenty- 
five acres. 
The New Administration Building, constructed last 
spring, was dedicated in May. This is the building 
in which you registered. [It is modern in every de- 
tail, and provides offices of administration, head- 
quarters for publications and the Alumni Associa- 
tion, halls for the literary societies, along with class- 
rooms and offices. 

The Library Building, located next to the new Ad- 
ministration Building, is mainly the gift of Col. J. M. 
Heck and Mr. John G. Williams, of Raleigh. The 
first floor of this building is used for reading rooms; 
the second floor for classrooms and the Law Library. 
An extension was added to the building in 1926, 
which provides fire-proof stack rooms and class- 
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rooms and offices for the Departments of Law and 
Social Science. 


The Library contains about 58,000 bound volumes, 
including about 11,000 volumes in the Law Library. 
In the reading rooms the leading national and State 


newspapers and current periodicals may be consulted. 

The Chemistry Building is located next to the Li- 
brary, provides for the Department of Chemistry. 
lecture room and five laboratories, 


The New Med Building is to the left of the north- 


ern entrance to the campus, next to the Chemistry 
Building. 


The Gym is located near the Library and New Ad- 
ministration Building. It has the high steps and the 
four big columns. 


Bostwick Dermitory is the very large building back 
of the Library, with the large porch and a thousand 
windows—on the northwest corner of the campus. 

The Hospital is located on the southwest side of 
the campus—down in the hollow. 





Hunter Dormitory—Where the book store is lo- 


cated, with the blaring radio—on the south side of 
the campus. 


The Alumni Building is the middle ‘structure on 
the south side of the campus. 


The Church—at the southeast corner of the cam- 
pus—at the right of the south entrance.
